A figure of a calf, seven centimetres 
long, on which Psalm xvi was 
inscribed, 19 jars dating from various 
periods, and papyrus with Greek 
inscriptions, were found this week by 
a team of 120 archeologists led by 
Dr. Yigal Yadin.

Those forced by age or infirmity, 
illness or physical handicaps to spend 
Passover away from home will not 
be deprived of the season's festivities. 
In the various homes of the Board 
of Guardians the Festival will be 


strictly observed, and Seder and 
synagogue services will be held. 
Patients in the London Jewish 


Hospital will be able to enjoy a Seder 
on both nights. The Home for Aged 
Jews will likewise hold two Sedarim, 
and special services will be held in its 
own synagogue. At the Home and 
Hospital for Jewish Incurables, those 
residents able to sit up late will gather 
in the concert hall for a communal 
Seder on the first night only— jt 1s 
thought that the strain of two 
Sedarim might prove too much for 
them. Services will be conducted 
too, during the day, by Mr. Alec 
Jenshill, who carries out this duty 
regularly. The Jewish Deaf Associa- 
tion will conduct its own Seder, and, 
in the homes attached to the Jewish 
Blind Society, participants in com- 
munal Sedarim will read from the 
Braille Hagadot. This Society, too, 
will distribute monetary grants to 
about 600 people in all parts of the 
country. And, in the Norwood Home, 
the children will be joined at their 
own Seder by members of the House 
ommuttee. 

Probably one of the largest com- 
munal Sedarim m London will take 
place on the last afternoon of term 
at the J.FS.. Secondary School,

CLERICAL “ BATTLE” 
OVER CONVERSION 
Rural Dean Criticised

Exception to a comment made by) 
the Rural Dean of Hendon, the Rey 
C. E. Welch, who suggested that the 
task of the Church was to convert 
Jews to Christianity, has been taken 
by the Rev. Saul Amias, minister of 
Edgware Synagogue. The strong 
reply made by Mr. Amias has, accord- 
ing to the “Edgware Times,” which 
last week devoted its front page to 
the matter, “sparked off a battle 
between the two clergymen. _ 

According to the report in the 
“Edgware Times,” the Rural Dean, 
preaching at St. Marys Church, 
Hendon. on March 13, said: “One 
of the most important questions the 
Church has to face these days ts 
that of bringing the Jewish people into 
the Church of Christ.” 

Mr. Amias, at a Shabbat service 
recently at Edgware Synagogue, 
rétorted: “ We Jews have not suffered 
twenty centuries of persecution in 
order to be subjects of conversion into 
Christianity. In religious matters, we 
allow our brothers of other faiths to 
go their own religious way, and we 
ask in turn to be left alone. 

Both the Rural Dean and the 
Bishop of Willesden declined to com- 
ment when approached by THE JewisH 
Curonicte. The Rev. J. Melville 
Scutt, Rector of Edgware, however. 
had this to say: “ The whole thing 
is absolutely a song over nothing.

Shechita Board Constitution Amended

The one word “when,” which has 
been incorporated in the amcncce 
clause 16 of the Constitution of the 
Board for Shechiia, which defines its 
Ecclesiastical Authorities (including a 
rabbi nominated by the Federation of 
Synagogues), stands as the obstacle 
to communal unity 

The amended clause. which was 
approved nem. con. by the Board for 
Shechita when it met in the presence 
of the Chief Rabbi. at 29 Alice Street. 


E.1. last week. reads as follows 


“All religious matters connected 
with shechita shall be under the con- 
trol of the Ecclesiastical Authorities, 
who are: 

“11) The Chief Rabbi of the United 
Hebrew Congregations of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. and wien 
acting under his authority the follow- 
ing persons : 

“i(a) The London Beth Din or 
of its members.

The situation in Liverpool, he said, 
was better than that in London and 
the country as a whole. 

Dr. Pearl said there was an urgent 
need for the increased enrolment of 
girls in classes and urged that a 
Batmitzvah ceremony be introduced 
as an encouragement to that end. It 


worked well in communities which 
were not afraid to experiment, he 
commented.

VETO ON PRAYER FOR 


“POLITICAL 


PRISONERS” 


Confusion Among South African Jews

JOHANNESBURG 

A call by Chief Rabm L. 1. 
Rabinowitz for prayers to be recited 
in synagogues under his jurisdiction 
for “ political prisoners” was vetocd 
following strong objections raised by 
members of the Jewish community 
and representations by them to the 
S.A. Jewish Board of Deputics and 
the Federation of Synagogues. 

The objections came after Sapa (the 
SA. Press Association) had distri- 
buted throughout the country the 
news that the rabbi had called for 
prayers “for the peace and security 
of South Africa and for ail political 
prisoners. 

_ The upshot was that no prayers for 

political prisoners ~ were recited at 
the Great Synagogue (the Chief 
Rabbi's own) or at the Yeoville or 
Oxford synagogues 

“| thoroughly disapprove’ ofl 
invelving the synagogue and = the 
Jewish community as a whole in 
activities which in any way bear a 
political character,” Rabbi Dr. M 
Kossowsky said in a sermon al the 
Beth Hamedrash fiagadol, one of 
Johannesburg's oldest synagogucs 

‘No political labels.” he added 
“must be stuck to our holy prayers 
The pulpit as well as the synagogue 
must be kept out of the political 
strugele.” 

There was no such thing as a Jew- 
ish community political attitude. the 
rabbi continued. Every South 
can Jew was entitled to hold what- 
ever political views he wished 

A week ago Rabbi Rabino- 
witz commented on the Sharpevilic 
shootings in a Friday evening sermon, 
deploring the wanton loss of life 

“tf as a result of these riots.” 
he said. “all civilised men im _ the 
country would not countenance such 
methods of dealing with demonstra- 
tions, it may well be that we have 
reached rock bottom in race fela- 
tions and from now on these relations 
will be in the ascendant.” 


Both leading Jewish newspapers 
here. the “ Zionist Record” and the 
“ Jewish Times.” broke precedent by 
commenting editorially on the unrest 
in South Africa. Hitherto the South 
African political scene had been 
regarded as outside the scope of 
communal discussion. 

The “ Zionist Record ™ said: “ One 
overriding goal must constantly be 
before us: how to achieve permanent 
peaceful relations between all races 
in South Africa. This is as vast and 
complex an undertaking as faces any 
country in the world. 

‘However. we need not despair 
of finding solutions as long as we 
hold fast to moral principles and 
recognise that both White and Black 
have a stake in this country and must 
be given their fair share in its life 


and economy 


This line of thought ts in contra- 
diction to the Government policy 
which is that the “ blacks ” can have 
no rights in “white South Africa,” 
but only in their “ own areas.” 

In front-page comment the 

jewish Times”™ calls on the Jews 
of South Africa to remain calm. 

Like other white elements here, 
the Jewish community is confused, 
anxious, and dismayed by the clash 
of white and black nationalism im 
South Africa which came to a head 
at Sharpeville. Within the next few 
weeks the community's leaders hope 
to establish what they consider 
should be the Jewish “line” in con- 
nection with the unfolding cvents 
here.

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WHAT MEANS| 
THIS FESTIVAL? 


IN the Seder service which 
inaugurates the Festival of Pass- 
over young and old alike are con- 
tinually encouraged to inquire 
abou§ the meaning of our ceicbra- 
Lion So far irom being com- 
manded to observe its ceremonics 
and ritual without questioning, we 
are constanily bidden to ask what 
is their underlying purpose and 
practical import. The pages of the 
Passover Hagada are replete with 
the interpretations of 
generations of our ancestors who 
debated and discussed what they 
felt to be its significance for them- 
stives. And in numerous passages 
we likewise are expressly told to 
ponder the rclevance of Hs message 


successive 


fo our own daily tives Past, 
present, and future are inextricably 
bound together. We identify our- 


scives with the deliverance of our 
forefathers: their story 18 asso- 
crated with our own experience ; 
and we and they together are 
regarded as contributing to a still 
unfulfilled destiny: 

Nor ts this commemoration con- 
cerned only with jewish history, 
but its scope extends to al! the 
nations of the world and to the 
universal redemption of mankind 
it would, therefore, be entirely 
wrong to think of this Festiva! 
merely aS @ pleasant and pt- 
turesque reminder of an episode in 
Jewry past. Rather must. we 
consider its deeper meaning for us 
here and now as members of an 
eternal and world-wide people 
whose spiritual should 
exert an influence upon the course 
of universal history. 


Never more than today did the 
message of Passover apply so 
directly to the contemporary situa- 
tion. The prerequisite of freedom 
as a basic necessity of human we!l!- 
being has become startlingly 
apparent in current affairs. Yet it 
has always been implicit in the 
teaching of Judaism. “1 am the 


-Lord thy God, who hrought thee 


out of the land of Egypt, out of the 
house of bondage ‘This utterance 
constitutes the everlasting founda- 
tion of the duties of mankind as 
prociaimed for all time in the Ten 
Commandments. The Divine Law 
deciares treedom to be the Inalien-. 
able right of every human person 
as a creature formed in the image 
of God. Men and nations who 
dely this Divine Law by their own 
tyrannical enactments do so at 
their own perl. From Pharaoh in 
ancicnt Egypt to Hitler in Nazi 
Germany, the pages of human 


history abundantly show the inevi- 


table outcome of their presumption. 

it is all too sadly apparent, 
however, that the teachings of reli- 
gion and the lessons of history 
have stil not sufficiently impressed 
themselves upon the world’s con- 
science. In different lands cruel 
laws. are now being ruthlessly 


enforced which seek to. suppress 


and violate the God-given right of 
all human beings to the blessing of 
freedom. As we celebrate _ this 
Festival we cannot but remember 
in our prayers to the Father of 
mankind the sufferings of all who 
endure oppression and persecution 
at this present time. The deliver- 
ance from Egypt stands perpetually 
aS a prototype for the redemption 
of all men and peoples from injus- 
tice and tyranny. “They that sow 
m tears shall reap in joy.” Let 
the inspiration of Passover fortify 
us in our determination to work 
more devotedly for the ideals of 
our Faith, so that they may be 
realised speedily and in our own 
days. 


WELCOME VISITOR 


THe enthusiastic welcome given 
by the people of London to Presi- 
dent de Gaulle on his State visit 
was a fitting tribute to the soldier- 
Statesman who rallied the Free 
French forces in his country’s 
darkest hour. It was in Britain 
that de Gaulle sheltered as a 
refugee when Hitler overran his 
emuintry and menaced the civilised 
world, and it was here that he pre- 
pared his plans to restore to France 
her former glory. Even in the 
datk days of 1941 the then Free 
French found time to send 


this newspaper a congratulatory 
Message on its centenary, in which 
he emphasised that the French 
Republic respected the rights of 
man and of the citizen and the 
equality of all races and religions. 
Today, as undisputed leader of 
resurgemt France, he carries on the 
noble traditions of his predecessors 
who were the first in Europe to 
grant their Jewish minority emancti- 
pation. Over a long period the 
liberal French régimes have opened 
the gates of their country to the 
oppressed and = persecuted, and 
many thousands of Jews remember 
with gratitude the shelter afforded 
to them after the advent of Nazism 
and Nasserism It with Satis- 
faction, too, that Jews watch the 
ever-growing tricndship between 
Israc! and France and the material 
and moral support that the French 
authorities are giving to the Jewrsh 
State in this difficult period. The 
visit of the French President will 
have enabled British Jewry to 
express their appreciation through 
him to the people of France. 


EXTRADITION TREATY 


Tue final signing of the Anglo- 
Isracli extradition treaty is a source 


of real satisfaction to al] concerned 


Though the absence of an extra- 


dition treaty between. Britain and 
Isracl did not in fact lead to any 
serious abuses. i fave rie 
incidents which created a musiead- 
ing wnpression that abuses could 
occur, or, to put it bluntly, that 
Israc! could become a table 
asylum for British Jewish fugitives 
Irom justice. Since the keenness 
of British Jewry to have this 
anomaly rectified has sometimes 
been misunderstood certain 
circles, this is a good opportunity 
to allay any  misapprehensions 
which might have arisen Angio- 
Jewry i now well established 
enough to have outgrown the 
fratural tendency to react with 
eXaggerated apprehension when 
members of the community achieve 
notoriety whatever reason. 
What concerned this .community 
primarily was Israel's good name, 
and the danger that Israel might 
come to be associated in the public 
mind with bail-jumpers or abscond- 
ing financiers, rather than the 
Spiritual and social values. which 
it. was created to embody. The 
final ratification of this treaty 

which will be retroactive for three 
years-—is. needed to put an end to 
this anomaly,-and jt is gratifying 
that in view of the unnecessarily 
protracted negotiations ratification 
is provided for within three months. 


GOLF CLUBS 


lHIS week we publish the last 
of our series of articles regarding 
the allegations of discrimination 
against Jews in golf clubs. The 
caretul investigations conducted by 
our correspondents show beyond 
any doubt that this discrimination 
is widespread. It is sad to have 
to record such a finding, but the 
detailed evidence which has been 
obtained proves that a great num- 
ber of clubs in all parts of the 
country do not accept Jews as 
members. Some of our readers 
have questioned the wisdom or the 
expediency of this inquiry. They 
have argued that—-irrespective of 
the validity or otherwise of the 
reasons given for excluding Jews— 
there is no point in Jews gate- 
crashing where they are evidently 
not welcomed. These clubs, so it 
is argued. are voluntary and private 
organisations formed for social 
purposes, and as such they are 
entitled to make their own rules 
and regulations. Again, others of 
our readers have asserted that such 
an inquiry was distasteful and 
served no useful purpose. It is 
fortunately true that golf clubs are 
a comparatively unimportant 
aspect of our national life. Yet the 
principle is by no means unimpor- 
tant. Though any club js at liberty 
to exclude uncongenial individuals, 
the issue is a wholly different one 
when a complete group is excluded 
because of the religion its mem- 
bers profess. Individual Jews 
may show themselves insensitive 
when they press for membership in 
such circumstances, but the present 
situation is a grave reproach to the 
British reputation for fairness. 
particularly in the case of clubs 
which claim to promote the ideals 
of good sport and fair play. The 
inquiry has been of value in 
revealing a distressing symptom of 
the persistence of anti-Jewish pre- 
judice in a particular economic 
and social section of the popula- 
tion. The more data that is avail- 


able the better able are those 
charged with the responsibility of 
countering prejudice to consider 
remedial action. 


THE RIGHTS OF MAN 


THe United Nations Security 
Council's resolution on South 
Africa is of historic significance, 
far greater than might appear at 
first sight. The Council has 
declared, without opposition and 
with only Britain and France 
abstaining, that the internal affairs 
of a sovereign State can be ofl 
concern to it. where the human 
rights of one section of the popu- 
lation are considered to have been 
grossly infringed. Now since no 
one could reasonably demand that 
the U.N.’s watching brief tor 
human rights should be confined 
to South Africa, it is worth con- 
sidering whether the U.N. Security 
Council should not be called upon

oppression elsewhere. The = cases 
which come to mund most immedi- 
ately concern the Soviet Unpon,- 
ceriain OF IIS satellites, and Arab 
countries where inhabitants are 
denied many of the rights 
enshrined in the U.N. Bill ofl 
Human Rights, including freedom 
of assembly, of publication ind {ree- 
dom to emigrate. True enough, any 
resolution on this question ts most 
likely to be vetoed by the Soviet 
and other Communist representa- 
tives, but they could not prevent 
full discussion of the question if it 
were sponsored with . sufficient 
energy by representatives of the 
Iree world A discussion of this 
sort would encourage those now 
deprived of freedom and still awatt- 
ing deliverance. and might force the 
Communist leadership to reconsider

Drugs and equipment have 
to be provided for the ‘sick, and 
it must be remembered that thou- 
Sands of new settlers are ailing 
and infirm. Hf proper medical 
Supplies are made available, great 
numbers can be happily restored ta 
health and strength. At present 
Israel has only. about: -150 
ambulances for nearly two million 
people. This number is obviously 
quite inadequate, and it is essential 
io have 30 new ambulances ‘this 
year. Blood banks must be pro- 
vided to store blood plasma for 
emergency transfusions, but the 
present facilities and supplies are 
quite inadequate for the. rapidly 
expanding population. The equip- 
ping of first aid centres is another 
important concern of Magen David 
Adom, These might be better 
called casualty clinics, as the hospi- 
tals in Israel do not have casualty 
departments as we know them. In 
cases Of injury or accident, the 
patient requiring treatment is 
always taken in the first instance 
to one of these centres, and many 
more of them are required in 
different districts. This splendid 
cause deserves our unstinted aid.

Freedom, however, must not be 
regarded asa fetish from which to 
expect magic results. Idle freedom, 
purposeless treedom, which does 
nothing else but set men free to 
say what they like, to do what they 
like, is no freedom. It is freedom 
in appearance only. In reality it 
is a form of slavery, the individual's 
dependence on his subjective desires 
incited by the pleasures and 
passions of the moment. Only he 
whose life is dedicated to service, 
no matter whether it brings him 
personal ‘profit or not, can be said 
to enjoy real freedom. Freedom, 
therefore, which, according to the 
Original meaning of the word, 
denotes primarily “freedom from” 
that is, freedom from slavery and 


Oppression, is always essentially 
“freedom for” as well—freedom 


for service, These two types of 
freedom, which may be called the 
Outer and inner, correspond to the 
two Hebrew terms for freedom: 
and MN. the former 
denoting the outer freedom. the 
latter the inner freedom, and it is 
this latter conception of freedom 
to which the Festival of Passover 
as is dedicated. 


Human Egoism 


Real freedom, however, can be 
achieved only in the service of God. 
Only through His service can man 
emancipate himself from the sub- 
jective desires and the self-seeking 
clement in his nature. Human 
nature has been recognised as 
essentially selfish. Therein lies the 
distress of the modern world. 
Modern man has expended much 
treasure of “blood, sweat. and 
toil” to crush the greatest tyranny 
in history; and yet, notwithstand- 
ing his overwhelming victory, he is 
faced with a world full of tragic 
fears and fatal tensions, _ and 
overcharged with the worst of 
human passions which are liable to 
crupt at any moment with shatter- 
ing force.

Do pot approach these stories with 
a cold heart. Do not, for that matter, 
approach them with a cold head 


filled with carnest, text-book theories 
about “ good writing.” Mr. Malamud, 
in these short stores of altogether 


extraordinary quality and origimality, 
breaks many rules. He js lyrical and 


slangy together, sometimes im _ the 
same sentence. His syntax is often 
un-orthodox, his language  occa- 
sionally old-fasmoned, even melo- 
dramatic. 

Do these idiosyncrasies of tech- 
nique matter? Not in the least. Mr. 
Malamud’s style succeeds perfectly 
both because it “comes off” and 


because whar he is saying is of such 
tender truth, feeling. and insight, that 
it overcomes even the firmly dug-in 
resistance of this reviewer to allegory 
and symbol in Iiterature. His talent, 


like the snow which falls in nearly 
every story, has something of the 
purity and gentle, crystal essence of 
that element.

Before starting 
a Campaign, he invariably met com- 
munal leaders and tried to enlist 
regular supporters. He even had 
visiting-cards, which. he left with 
would-be philanthropists who were 
hot at home, Reluctance to pay up 
was mostly Overcome by his per- 
sonal magnetism and by a diplomatic 
mixture of threats and persuasion. 
He would emphasise that support of 
Eretz Yisrael was not only a duty, but 
4 privilege. and he skilfully managed 
the impression. that he 
Was really doing people a favour in 
relieving them. of their superfluous 
monev for such worthy purposes.

No Recent Rejections 


The same can be said of Leeds, 
where the Moor Allerton Golf Club 
came ito being because Jews were 
unable to join the other locr! clubs. 


There is little desire for Leeds Jews 
to look for facthties to play golf 
other than at Moor Allerton or the 
municipal courses. No actual cases 


are known in recent years of appli- 
cations from Jews being rejected. 

In other parts of Yorkshire— 
particularly the Sheffield and Brad- 
ford areas it is a case of some clubs 
exercising overt discrimination and 
others offering no obstacles whatso- 
ever. 

At Southend much good came out 
of the wide publicity. given some 
the rejection by the 
Belfairs Golf Club of an application 
by-u well-known local business man 
on the ground that he was a Jew. 
The situation was aggravated by the 
fact that the club used a course on 


ground owned by the Southend 
Borough Council. Following _ the 
resignation of Jews from the Bel- 


fairs Club, the Southend Golf Club, 
composed of Jews and non-Jews in 
roughly equal numbers, was formed. 

Ihe majority of Jewish golfers at 
Brighton and Hove use the Dyke 
Golf Club. a public course owned 
by the Corporation, where there is 
no discrimination whatsoever. How- 
ever, a number of clubs in the area 
are known to bar Jews. A _ non- 
Jewish golfer in the district made 
this comment: “Why is it that 
Jewish golfers are so noisy and make 
such a business about their golf?”

Up im Scotland, where there are 
nearly 100 clubs, the majority bas

wick, and St. Andrews-—which are so 
exclusive that even non Jews are 
barred unless they belong to a certam 
“chque.” Ht was because of dis- 
crumnation that the Bonnyton Golf 
Club was formed m 1957 (developed 
from the Glasgow Jewish Golf Club), 
It now has a membership of over 700 
and non-Jews are -eligible — four 
membership.

Across the Irish Sea i is reported 
that generally there is no discrimina- 


tion in Northern treland. but an 
official of the Cavehill Tennis Club. 
situated in an area of Belfast most 


convenient for Jewish players but has 
no Jewish members, had this to say ‘ 
“Some Jews have applied for 
membership and did not get in. I 
think the attitude is .that you have 
our own club in the district.”

Over the border in Etre there is 
one Jewish golf club—the Edmonds- 
town, Dublin founded in 1944 
because local Jewish players dechned 
to offer themselves for membership 
of non-Jewnh clubs m case of a 
rebuff. The club also has a number 
of Gentiig members. Jewish golfers 
in Eire. however, were reluctant to 
talk about any individual cases of 
discrimination lest the existing good 
relations be disturbed. their view 
being that there is far less discrimi 
nation im Southern Ireland than 
anywhere clse.

Know Your Silver 
EEP down in the- silver 
vaults in Chancery Lane, 
where all that glisters is not 

gold, I talked with David Shure 
about what people had been buy- 
ing this year for the Seder tables, 
how to avoid being “done” when 
buying -silver, and how to keep it 
clean. 

They have been buying silver 
Seder plates at about £60 each— 
there was not one left in the shop 
(tl should say vault). Also fabulous 
rose-water sets for washing the 
hands. There was an elaborately 
decorated ewer about two feet high 
and slender, on a silver water-dish, 
which cost about £100. 

In this tiny, jam-packed Aladdin's 
cave I fingered pieces varying in 
price and antiquity from a_ ten- 
shilling sweet-dish, through Lord 
Nelson's casket and an jnscribed 
lea-set_ from the Russian Royal! 
house, to a monstrous Victorian 
candelabra costing £4,000. 

How to recognise a good piece 
[rom something quite ordinary ? A 
silversmith who knows his job will 
in a trice, and with a slight narrow- 
ing of the eyes for extra effect, tell 
you the date of the piece within a 
year or so, the city of its origin, 
and the identity of the maker.

Grandfather had a large Vic- 
torian house (people described it 
as Gown-merchant’s Gothic in 
the old part of Eccleskirk. When 
we were small we could play hide- 
and-seek in the towers and battle- 
ments while we waited for the 
adults to assemble, and this was a 
consolation for much that followed. 
Also, grandpa Knew how to con- 
duct a- Seder. In his white gown, 
behind a gorgon’s-head candelabra, 
and the massed bottles of wine, he 
was a regal figure, and he directed 
the prolonged ritual like one 
divinely appointed. 

This was the one time in the year 
when we could see grandma without 
her fur coat, and we could hardly 
her. She looked like a 
queen, a queen without a fur coat, 
but a queen none the less. Grandpa 
had ten sons and a countless multi- 
tude of grandchildren, so _ that 
Pesach was something of a mass 
rally. It was then that grandma 
heid her annual census. It had 
been the practice of her sons to 
give her a bracelet for every new 
grandchild. By the time I was on 
the scene her bracelets reached 
to her elbow, and the annual count 
helped her to keep .a check both 
on her family and: her bric-a-brac

It was the count, according to Aunt 
Esmeralda, who was superstitious, 
which brought on the misfortunes 
There was the year’ when cousin 
Paul opened the door for Elijah. 
leit it open, and when the assembly 
rose to go, discovered that every 
mink and Crombie in the house 
had vanished. (“It'll be good for 
the fur trade,” said grandpa. “ It'll 
be bad for insurance,” said Uncle 
Reuben.) Then there was the occa- 
sion when Aunt Esmeralda opened 
the door for Elijah, found a man 
on the threshold, and fainted. After 
that the ceremony was enacted by a 
mere touching of the door-handle, 
as jf to say, if Elijah wants to enter, 
let him knock. 

It was the Four Questions which 
brought about the major schism.

The smaller children were privi- 
leged tO witness only the pre-meal 
disputes.

made, thick, syrupy wine. they 
would be asleep long before Chasal 
Siddur Pesach Those with the 
Capacity to stay on till Chad Gad 
Yoh and beyond could enjoy the 
more tumultuous post-meal dis- 
putes. The inevitable cause was the 
Afikoimon. When grandpa split 
the middle matzo and hid half 
Of it away as the Afikoimon. he 
would promise, as was customary. 
a generous prize to. the finder. 
Unhappily, he would always forget 
the hiding-place, so that Afikoi- 
mons kept cropping up all over the 
place like pretenders to a throne. 
Every child awake came up with 
his Perkin and Warbeck, and the 
contusion had to be resolved by 
the promise of a prize to everyone

[hen there came the point in the 
evening when hagadot would. be 
Shelved and talk would turn from 
Isracl in Egypt to Israel in Eccles- 
kirk.

must be the son who that night 
would read the service. Space must 
be left for temporary migrations 
from the children’s table in the 
corner, when a sense of separation 


on the part of parent or child 
became intolerable; this years 
batch of cousins from Rumania 


or Germany must be fitted in 
somehow. 

After Granny had done her best 
and departed, a married daughter 
would slink in. Contemptuously, 
authoritatively, yet with an uneasy 
furtiveness, she would shift a card 
here, a card there. Mother had 
put her little daughter next to a 
profligate uncle; who knows how 
much of the past year’s careful 
indoctrination might not be .under- 
mined again? Mother hadn't tried 
to split up the younger ones; if 
would be intolerable if their con- 
versation should again domunate 
the table. The cards were slipped 
from plate to plate and the married 
daughter left the room, sternly 
assuring the maids that no one elsé 
was to be allowed in. But some- 
how or other one of the younger 
ones nearly always managed a 
more palatable shift before we all 


to our seals. 


With such a large family there 
were nearly always. bridesmaids’ 
and page-boys’ frocks and suits 
from the latest wedding, to be put 
on for Seder night. Combination- 
sleeves were rolled up, only to slip 
down again during the dinner; 
neck-buttons were left undone and 
the flap pinned back ; there was all 


the glamour of silk socks and 
bronze dancing sandals. My long. 
mousy hair was relased from its 
curling rags, to fall jn uncertain 
ringlets, topped by a new bow. 
One was already feeling rather 
over-fed from the first tea ol 
prelatoes, for no matzot could be 
eaten until the evening service. 
Uncles and aunts were changing al! 
over the house, the older ones into 
proper evening dress, the younger 


into afternoon frocks and neat 
lounge suits. And each man, how- 
ever habitually bareheaded, must 


possess himself of a hat to wear 
during the service. Grandpa would 
wear, as always, his crimson fez 
with the black tassel, and some ol 
the older men would wear little 
black-paper or silk yarmulkas. The 
little boys wore their school caps, 
and a mother’s hand would lie on 
the head of the very smallest. Then. 
at- last, Grandpa and the men had 
gone and come back from syna- 


‘gogue, and slowly, with constant 


readjustment, we would all be in 
our places round the long table. 
As a child, the Passover service, 
which so tactlessly preceded the 
good dinner, seemed endless. One 
recognised its high spots—the glass 
of wine one sipped at this or that 
blessing; the charoset handed 
round between leaves of lettuce ; 
bitter herbs dipped in salt water 
and. the shankbone to com- 
memorate the Paschal sacrifice. 
There was the moment when I 
carried round the silver ewer and 
splashed a few drops of water over

were no cracks or crevices in them. 

The oven had to undergo the 
most rigorous. cleansing with burn- 
ing coal which had to be made to 
glow until sparks were seen to fly. 
Then the hot coals were spread 
over the entire’ surface of the oven, 


the ashes were collected and 
removed, and the oven given 
another thorough cleansing. A 


new fire was lit, for the kindling 
of which it was tustomary to 
utilise the bundles of willows, the 
Hoshanot, used on MHoshana 
Rabba. 

After a brief visit to the mikva 
with my father, we arrived at the 
bake-house shortly. before noon. 
Members of the congregation had 
already gathered there to assist 
and partake in relays in the mitzva 
of preparing and baking the matzo 
shemura. This was a combined 
operation, personally directed by

my father, who, with remarkable 
and ubiquitous agility, supervised 
every detail. Special tasks were 
allotted by him—one man was put 
in complete charge of the baking 
oven, another entrusted with the 
handling of the flour and the duty 
of meting out meticulously pre- 
scribed quantities of it into the 
vessel in which the matzo dough 
was being kneaded. At a safe dis- 
tance from the flour, another man 
provided the water as and when it 
was needed. 

Men briskly rolled and shaped 
the dough on the improvised 
tables ; others were kept busy per- 
forating the shaped matzo-cakes 
with a steel, sharp-toothed wheel 
(known as the reidel) attached to 
a wooden handle. The object of 
this particular exercise was to pre- 
vent the dough raising and swelling 
in the baking process. Several 
youths were assigned the task. of 
carrying swiftly on rollers to the 
oven the shaped and perforated 
matzo-cakes, 

One of my sisters was always in 
charge of several huge wicker 
baskets, especially 
occasion with linen sheets. It was 
her duty to dust gently with a 
brush made of whole feathers 
every single matzo as it issued from 
the oven, placing it gently in the 
basket to avoid breaking it and 
thereby rendering it unusable for 
the Seder. 


Fervent Prayers 


The vessels in which the kneading 
was being done had alternately to 
be cleansed every 18 minutes: the 
boards and rollers were similarly 
subjected to close scrutiny every 
18 minutes to make quite certain 
that no cracks or crevices had 
made their appearance in which 
some dough might become lodged. 
Most important of all, however, 
was that not for a single moment 
was the dough allowed to lay about 
without being worked upon. 
Immediately a matzo-cake was 
ready for baking it had to go into 
the oven with the utmost dispatch. 

Throughout all this activity, 
led by my father, Hallel was 
recited lustily by all present and, 
in addition, at every stage of the 
operation and at frequent intervals, 
in conformity with custom, the 
words “for the sake of the pre- 
cept” were uttered with great 
earnestness. 

When all the baking had been 
done the huge wicker baskets, 
packed with the precious matzot, 
were carried into our house. There 
was always just enough time for 
people to get home, change, and 
hurry off to synagogue for ma’‘ariv.

able. Secondly, the synagogue in 
Basinghall Street closed before 1256. 
Thirdly, the synagogue in Coleman 
Street closed im 1272. Fourthly, a 
synagogue in Catte (now Gresham) 
Street. provided by Aaron, son of 
Vives, in 1280: of this synagogue we 
have the dimensions, approximately 
27 feet by 36 feet, with a courtyar d 
of larger dimensions behind. 

The sites of all the medieval Lon- 
don synagogues are necessarily some- 
what conjectural. Research amon 
the many surviving London deeds o 
the thirteenth century might lead to 
greater precision. Such evidence as 
is known to me will shortly be avail- 
able in a book to be published this 
spring by Messrs. Methuen and the 
Jewish Historical Society.

MARTYR’S MEMORIAL 


Sin,— After having paid homage to 
the Memorial to the Unknown Jewish 
Martyr, to its Museum, and to its 
Library, Mr. Freedland (writing in 
your issue of March 25) asks if the 
Memorial is really a centre of pil- 


grimage for tourists. To this he 
replies with a somewhat indignant 
negative. 


According to him, nobody in the 
quarter knew where the Memorial ts 
situated. It seems rather strange to 
us that Mr. Freedman had to apply 
to these people for information, when 
the address of the Memorial is in all 
the publications for tourists of the 
American Express, Cook's, etc., as 
well as in the Guide to the monu- 
ments of Paris distributed in all 
hotels. We can certily that at least 
one thousand tourists each month 
and that during the periods outside 
the tourist season—manage to find 
the Memorial. 


Your correspondent’s second objec- 
tion refers tothe fact that the 
majority of visitors are Jews. He 
concludes that the Memorial preaches 
only to the converted. Io us it 
seems natural that Jews should be 
in majority cone the people who 


visit the Memorial. 
As to non-Jews, the French 
Ministry of Education organises 


visits to the Memorial by pupils of 
the State schools, and non-jJewrsh 
organisations of veterans, prisoners of 
war, afd ex-deportees meet al the 
Memorial for commemorative cere- 
monies. Thus, every year, on Apnmil 
24, “ National Day of Deportation” 
in France, demonstrations organised

Arnold Wesker's play. Tatking 
About Jerusalem.” produced this 
week at the Belgrade Theatre, 


Coventry. is the least satisfactory 


work of his trilogy. It overstates its 
case, and has much extrancous 
matter, which presumes a knowledge 
of the other two plays. This is a 
weakness, because, in terms of drama, 
each work should be self-sufficient. 


The central figures of this play are 
Ada, the Kahn daughter, and her 
husband, Dave. In the war, he and 
his mate, Libby, have had a dream. 
They will build Jerusalem in their 
own hearts and by their own 
example, away from the cities, they 
will use the hands that God gave 
them for creation, and will develo 
into real human beings, who can look 
and think and talk. Libby soon falls 
by the wayside, but it is Ada, with 
her Jéwish inspiration and her almost 
religious belicf in Socialism that up- 
holds her husband Mr. Wesker’s 
womenfolk always shine, and in the 
part of Ada (finely interpreted by 
Morris) he. has created a 
character of st: — and love and 
almost epic greatness. Of course, the 
experiment of living in a Norfolk 
village and making ‘handicraft in a 
world of mass production fails, and 
after thirteen years’ struggle they 
return to London. But the mere 
attempt. suggests Mr. Wesker, has 
been a victory.

community of Casablanca and the 
‘Jomt™ have been making these 
arrangements. Of the 500 Jews, 
330 have been rechoused, some in 


Casablanca and some in other com- 
munities. Over 170 Jews are from 
Inezgane, a village several miles from 
Agadir, which sustained little damage, 


those who have resigned is said to be 
Mr. Marc Sabbahb, who was respon- 
sible for the refugees housed in the 
barracks. 


The reports were denied by Mr. 
Obadia, the President of the com- 
munity.. “I know nothing «about 
them.” he said. 

The 330 refugees mentioned by Mr. 
Jordan, of the “Joint.” were the last 
batch of those evicted from the 


barracks on March 31 and April 1}. 
Casablanca Jewish leaders confirm 
that the refugees have been rehoused 
by friends and relatives in the city.
